Roughages Are Relatively Cheapei 
Than Grain, but Should Not Be 
Fed Exclusively. 

"Because of the large hay crop and 
the small demand for it now, roughages 
should bo fed to the limit of the dairy 
.-ow'.s capacity, ^^ays Prof. C. C. Hay- 
lien of the Ohio experiment sttition. 
"Ilelatively, the roughages, like hay 
«nd com stover, are much cheaper than 
grains, and hay is of unusuallj' good 
quality. Roufrhnge, of course, should 
not be fed exclusively, as such feeding 
might lead to compaction and death, 
even in dry cows and heifers. Some 
grain is needed in every dairy ration." 

This dairy specialist also declares 
"Choice alfalfa hay at $20 a ton is 
flicaiKT than bran at .$r!0. Our experi- 
iiiouts yhow that soy bean hay-is in the 
Siune class as alfalfa, and clover is 
third. With corn at $1 a bushel, clover 
hay should be worth about $20 a ton, or 
S.I innrc than it is now quoted." 

Timothy hay is recommended for 
milking cows only in small quantities, 
to replace such grains as com and 
hominy. Lesuniinous rouRhages have 
proved fur superior in miuierous ex- 
periments to timothy for cows in millc.

n It : ;i f-.i'c i^, of Akansas, who 
in previous years have found it dif- 
ficult to make both ends meet, are 
this year going to be liberal buyers of 
Liberty Bonds," said H. A. Morrison, 
cashier of the Bank of Commerce, 
Earl, Crittciden County, Arkansas.

"Heretofore," said Mr. Morrison, "the 
proceeds of the annual harvest was 
not sufficient to maintain the farmers 
until the next crop could be harvest- 
ed, and it was the custom in April to 
begin buying food and other necessi- 
ties on credit. The result was that in 
the fall it usually took about all the 
farmer got for his crop to pay his 
debts and get through the winter. 

"This yea,r it is different. The 
planter* aro going to get frwm 80 to 
45 cents a pound for cotton, whereas 
before they only got from 6 to 10 
cents." 

"One fine thing about these bonds 
is that the farmer can use them a.s 
legal tender. In case they need money 
they will find their war bond invest- 
ment readily negotiable." 

Crittenden County's allotment is 
$81,000, but Mr. Morrison is going to 
try to dispose of $135,000 worth there.

Is the sire 
registered? What is the record of his 
dam? How many advance registry 
daughters and proved .sons has his 
sire? And what are the records of iiis 
granddams and grandsires? If the 
breeder is selling a registered cow he 
must answer: What is her record; 
the record of her dams and jrrund- 
dams and the ability of her sire au'i 
grandsires to produce advance reg- 
istry daughters and proved sons. 

To answer tliese questions and meet 
the jrer.iands of buyer the breeder of 
purebred dairy cattle must do official 
testing. This testing Is under the su- 
pervision of the various state colleges 
Df agriculture. Breeders ready to take 
up this work or wishing further infor- 
mation, should write to the dairy de- 
oartment of the college of agricnlture 
J'f their respective' .^tate.?. 



A strong appeal to the workingmen 
of this country to participate in the 
second Liberty Loan to the fullest ex- 
tent has been made by William B.

When loe liupenai Geimau Goveru- 
ment underiooK to destroy the lives 
oi our people and to inipose a rule 
ot conduct upon us v.itnout our cou- 
acui in places uuuer the junsdictiuu 
of the United States Government, 
there was no course left but to resist* 
The -worKers have more at staKe 
in lUib conllicl than auy others. Lie- 
cause it is only in a democracy that 
the common people can come luiu 
their own. The groat privilege is not 
given to ail ot us lo serve our country 
un the battlefield or in the trendies, 
but there are other ways In which we 
can serve and assist those wno are 
priviieged to carry our flag on the 
Dattletields of Kurope. The impuJse 
of ijacrilice tor the common good is 

the trencEes' in defense' of liberty, hu- 
maility and democracy. To those of 
us who must of necessity remain at 
home to till the soil, harvest the 
crops, man the factories, mines and 
Uiills, the way is open lor addiLionai 
service. We, too, must make sacri- 
fices. The men vv'ho go forth to do 
battle in the field must be equipped 
and busiaiued. Funds, must be forth- 
coming to furnish the food, the lire- 
arms and other supplies for the fight- 
ing forces of the nation. 

1 am reminded of the fable of a 
gruat drought when the crops wero 
wasting for the want of water, and 
one little raindrop said to another in 
the clouds, "1 would like to go down 
to the relief of the farmer and his 
perishing croi)|| but I am so little it 
would be useless." And another lit- 
tle raindrop replied, "It would be use- 
less for you to go down alone, but 
let us all go dovm and our combined 
effort will bring the needed relief." 

And so it is with the workers. Tne 
funds each has available is but a 
drop, but all of the drops together 
can make a shower of funds that will 
furnish the needed supplies, bring joy 
lo the hearts of the boys at the front 
and consternation to our enemies.

When white diarrhea attfiCks a fi Kk 
of young chicks many of them die, 
while those that survive a he more of 
less stunted. Feeding fre^y on sour 
milk has been found beneficial. If sour 
milk does not act against the disease 
it at least gives the chicks greater 
strength and vitality so they are not 
seriously affected if attacked. 

In some tests by Professor Kaupp 
of North Carolina be found that chicks 
fed on sour milk quickly, recovered 
when attacked and the los^ was only 
10 to 16 per cent. In a similar Uit, 
handled and fed the jame except for 
the milk, the loss was 24 p-jr cent the 
first month, while the remoluder were 
in such a weakened condition that at 
the end of eifi^t weeks 86 ^^r cent had 
died.

Aciaity of Ibe Stoniacu 

This affection, called also acid 
dyspepsia, is of common occurence. 
It is caused by the presence of an 

excessive amount of hydrochloric 
acid in the gastric juice. That acid 
is a constituent of the normal gastric 
juice, but when it is present in ex 
cessive aniount it interfeies with the 
digestion and causes much distress 
or even actual pain. Vonai; adults 
suffer more fretpiently thm or older 
persons, but there arc many victims 
of the disease among persons from 
forty to fifty years of a^e. 

The symptoms are are somewhat 
as follows, althonyh, of course, they 
vary in sovc^rity and in character in 
difierent cases: The patient's ap- 
petite is good and he cats with re- 
li^;h. hilt at a vannblo pciiod aflci 
tlie meal generally from half an 
hour to an hour- he experiences a 
feeling of fullness and discomfort in 
the stomach, (tradually the discom- 
fort becoihes more pronounced and 
merges into a burnin;; seasitiin- - 
hc.irtburn; there is a feeling of con- 
striction in the throat, a hot gas es- 
capes from the stotuach, and the 
patient often raises a small amount 
of and lluid that burns the throat — 
A'jtor brash. In very severe cases 
he vomits an actid, sour material 
that may even b< streaked with 
blond. There may or may not be 
victual pain in addition to the intense 
discomfort th it has 'neon d .-scrilied. 

Acidity of the siouiach may arise 
from a great variety of causes. It 
may accompany actual inflammation 
ot the stomach, — acute or chronic 
gastritis, especially the latters — but 
in that ca?e it is only one amoung 
a number of symptoms, and seldom 
the most prominent. It is also com 
mooly present in cases of lilcer of 
the stoniache, but in that condition 
the pain is more intense and there is 
also likely to be considerable blood 
in the vomited matter. 

Usually acid dyspepsia is one of 
the so-called neuroses — associated 
with no actual change, either inflam 
matory or ulcerative, in the stomach 
so far as the usual methods of ex- 
amination enable physicians to diE< 
cover. It occurs for the most part 
in those who eat too hastily, who 
eat at irregular hours, or who eat too 
.little at one nical and too Touch at 
another, or who carry the trials and 
vvorrios of the day with them to the 
table. Highly nervous persons of- 
ten suf r, and so do the hypochonu 
riacal, who are constantly watching 
for symptoms — a quest that is gene., 
rally sucessful. 

The treatment of acid dyspepsia, 
which is based so largely upon its 
causes, will be considered in a future 
article.

Stunting an Animal as Result of In- 
•ufHcTent Food May Be Only 
Temporary Condition. 

Live stock products are the result 
Of growth. By far the largest part of 
Increase In animals Is the result of 
growth. / The younger the animals the' 
greater the growth irapiilse. Many 
factors in^ence the tendency of an 
animni to grow. Among tliese ^rc age, 
condition, gestation, lactation and the 
qunntity and quality of food. A given 
amount of food w^ill produce more 
growth on a yonng aidmal than ott the 
same animal at a later age. All the 
growth factors influence the young an- 
imal much more powetfdlly than oUtex 
animals. 

If an animars food supply Is insuf- 
ficient for normal growth, the animal 
may be retarded in growth. If this

treatnacnt is oontlnned for a long time 
the animal may become permanoitly 

stunted. 

Stunting an animal as the result of 
Insuflicient food may be only a tempo* 
rary condition. An animal does not 
lose its capacity to grow as the result 
of stunting. F. B. Mumford, dean of 
the Missouri Oollege of Agriculture, 
cites a feeding test at the Missouri ex- 
periment station in which an animal 
tliat liad been stunted by poor feeding 
to such an extent that it weighed only 
'200 pounds at twelve months of age, 
i^alned 841 pounds during the second . 
year. Only 5.6 pounds of grain for 
each pound of gain made were re- 
quired on this steer stunted during the 
first twelve months. A steer that had 
been gcnerou.sly fed during the first 
twelve months of liis life gained only 
500 pounds during the secmid twelve 
months, and this gain was more expen- 
sive than the gain made on the stunted 
steer. The amount of grain required 
tft aM i l i y.< i po w id o f jpiin o BihjBLg^ _ 
fed steer was 93 pounds^ 

It Is certain that stunting an nnimal 
even for «o long a period as twdve 
mootfas ^oes not destroy its capacity 
to grow.

A^'hon you find small lumps on the 
back of an animal with round open- 
ings in them, squeeze them and tlio 
grul) tliat burrows under tRe hide will 
l)e found. These are ox warbles. Kill 
tbcni, for they are one link in the lifO 
cycle of the ox warble fly. 

Hides are reduced in value from 1 
to 2 cents a pound by the presence ol 
ox warbles. Flesh is sometimos so 
dnrntiged as to be unfit for sale. Milk 
production is les.sened by the presence 
of numerous grul)s. Cattle In general 
«r(' annoyed seriously by these war- 
l)ies. Uem()ving and destroying all tlio 
gnibs from Infested cattle will reduce 
(he innnhor of ?8g-laying females for 
uext suiuhk'-.
